AN ORDINANCE amending General Ordinance 
No. G-97 by authorizing the vacation of 
a certain alley. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, 

INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. Petition for the vacation of a certain alley having 
been filed with the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission in accordance with 
Section 44, Chapter 174, of the Acts of the General Assembly of the State 
of Indiana, as amended by Section 3, Chapter 385, of the Acts of 1963 of 
the General Assembly of the State of Indiana (I.C. 18-7-5-46), the 
Thoroughfare Plan as set forth in General Ordinance No. G-97 adopted by 
the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne on November 26, 1963, is 
amended by deleting the following alley, to wit: 


Running East and West between Catalpa Street on the 
West and Bright Street on the East, and on the 
North by the South line of lots 448 through 455 of 
Third Commercial Addition to the City of Fort Wayne, 
and on the South by the North line of lots 426 through 
433 of Third Commercial Addition to the City of Fort 
Wayne according to the recorded plat thereof and here¬ 
inafter referred to as the alley. 

SECTION 2. After passage of this Ordinance, approval by the 


Mayor and legal publication, a duly certified copy of this Ordinance, of 
the recommendation of the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission, and of the 
action of the Mayor, shall be transmitted by the City Clerk to the Board 
of Public Works of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana. 


SECTION 3. That this Ordinance shall be in full force and effect 


from and after its passage, approval by the Mayor and legal publication 
thereof.

PETITION TO VACATE ALLEY 

The Undersigned petitioner. Young Men's Christian Association 

of Greater Fort Wayne and Allen County, an Indiana corporation, 

"YMCA" does hereby respectfully petition the Fort Wayne City 

Plan Commission to vacate the following alley within the City of 

Fort Wayne, Indiana, and hereby described as follows, to-wit: 

Running East and West between Catalpa Street on the 
JJest and Bright Street on the East, and on the 
Settiv by the South line of lots 448 through 455 of 
Third Commercial Addition to the City of Fort Wayne, 
and on the 'south'; by the North line of lots 426 through 
433 of Third Commercial Addition to the City of Fort 
Wayne according to the recorded plat thereof and here¬ 
inafter referred to as the alley. 

In support thereof, your petitioner, the YMCA would rep¬ 
resent the following: 

1. That the YMCA is the owner and record titleholder 

of the south fifty (50) feet of lots 448 through 455, Third Commercial 
Addition and also the owner and record titleholder of all of lots 
426 through 433 Third Commercial Addition. 

2. That the YMCA acquired title to lots 426 through 433 
November 14, 1947 from the School City of Fort Wayne, and built the 
Kiwanis branch YMCA thereon with the help of the Downtown Kiwanis 
Club of Fort Wayne, Indiana. The YMCA acquired title of the south 
fifty (50) feet of lots 448 through 445 from the Housing Authority of 
the City of Fort Wayne April 19, 1968, and thereafter proceeded to 
expand the Kiwanis branch YMCA with the addition of a building to 


the north. 


3. Attached to this petition is a copy of a survey by 
Carl A. Hofer dated November 16, 1978 showing the location of the 
improvements for the Kiwanis branch YMCA building over the alley 
which is sought to be vacated. These improvements have existed in 
this location since 1969, and there location had never been questioned 
by any person, firm or corporation. 

4. That the alley is unopened and unimproved, and that all 
of the houses or other improvements located on the north ninety (90) 
feet of lots 448 through 455 have been removed, and that these lots 
are now vacant land. 

5. That no other person, firm or corporation is interested 
or affected by the requested vacation. 

6. That the maintenance of the said alley is not necessary 
or advantageous to the growth of the City of Fort Wayne, and that it 
would be in the best interest of the City and the citizens thereof to 
approve the vacation as herein sought. 

Your petitioner files this petition pursuant to the authority 
granted in Indiana Code, Section 18-7-5-46, in order to complete the 
vacation as above described. 

WHEREFORE, your petitioner prays that the above described 
alley be vacated according to the provisions of the Indiana Law 
pertaining thereto.
